They had been lowered a day ear¬ 
lier, however, as a sign of mourn¬ 
ing for a former city employee, 
George Clinedinst, who used to 
drive the municipal bus.

Two meetings which city emplo¬ 
yees were scheduled to attend 
were cancelled as a result of the 
Eisenhower funeral. The first was 
an informal conference with the 
chairman of the County 'Commis¬ 
sioners, Francis Aluisi, concern¬ 
ing road access to Springhill Lake. 
The other was the annual Con¬ 
gressional City Conference, spon¬ 
sored by the National League 
of Cities. This marked the se¬ 
cond year in a row that this con¬ 
ference has been cancelled—last 
year for the death of Martin 
Luther King.

City Supports State 
Legislative Bills 

Greenbelt officials have expres¬ 
sed pleasure over passage of two 
bills by the Maryland General 
Assembly in which the city has 
had a particular interest. One of 
these authorizes the state to pro¬ 
vide grants to municipalities to¬ 
ward the purchase of open space. 
Greenbelt hopes to be eligible for 
some portion of such funds. 

The other bill requires a two- 
thirds vote by the District 
Council to override a municipali¬ 
ty’s objections to a zoning change 
within its jurisdiction.

City Notes 

Hundreds of dead fish floating 
on the surface of the lake last 
week made an alarming sight. But 
distressing as it looked, this was a 
necessary stage in a conservation 
program for the lake park con¬ 
ducted by the Inland Game and 
Fish Commission. The fish were 
killed by a selective poison called 
rotenone, which reacts through 
the gills. The poison is not harmful 
either to humans or to birds which 
might eat the fish. Last week sea¬ 
gulls, attracted by the food supply, 
came in flocks to Greenbelt Lake. 

Because in cold weather rote¬ 
none may have a lasting effect 
for as long as a week, the lake 
was not immediately restocked. At 
the present time the fishing there 
could hardly be worse—although 
catfish lovers may find their cat¬ 
ches unaffected. Fresh water is 
now slowly refilling the lake, and 
after the restocking of the lake 
with new, desirable fish, it should 
offer rnore support than before for 
local fishermen. 


Zoning Hearing For 
Local Gas Station 

A zoning application for a 
gasoline station on the south side of 
Glenn Dale Rd. on the old Schrom 
property will be heard on Wednes¬ 
day afternoon/April 16, before the 
county commissioners in Upper 
Marlboro. The property is pre¬ 
sently zoned C-2 (General Com¬ 
mercial). The exact location is 
540 feet east of the Baltimore ac¬ 
cess ramp to the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway near where the 
obelisk (needle) is. The applica¬ 
tion has been referred to the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board and will 
be taken up by city council at its 
next meeting on Monday, April 7.

By-law Changes on GHI Agenda 

For Annual Election Meeting

At its Thursday, March 27 meetihg, the Greenbelt Homes, Inc.* 
board of directors approved a tentative agenda for the annual 
membership meeting on May 14 and 15. A major feature of the 
annual meeting will be proposed by-law changes. Other topics 
that might require membership action deal with the Lutheran 
Church site and the financing of the capital improvements pro¬ 
gram; both items took up a great deal of Thursday’s meeting. 

The evening session of the an¬ 
nual membership meeting will be 
held on Wednesday, May 14, in the 
Greenbelt Theater, starting at 8 
p.m. Balloting for the five seats on 
the 9-man GHI board and the 
three spots on the audit committee 
will begin that night and continue 
the next day from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
at Twin Pines. 

The board members whose 2-year 
terms expire this year are Presi¬ 
dent Charles Schwan, treasurer 
John O'Reilly, James W. Smith 

Mgr. Giese Testifies 
On Annexation Bill 

Appearing at a meeting of the 
Judiciary Committee of the Mary¬ 
land House of Delegates on Mon¬ 
day, March 3, City Manager James 
K. Giese testified on behalf of the 
city of Greenbelt against House 
Bill 175. This bill, introduced by 
Delegate Arthur Dorman of 
Beltsville, would prohibit annexa¬ 
tion by municipalities of land al¬ 
ready under the control of another 
jurisdiction. Specifically, the bill 
was drawn to prohibit annexation 
of a portion of the Agricultural 
Research Station by the city of 
College Park, as had been pro¬ 
posed a year ago. (College Park 
failed in that annexation attempt 
because of a procedural error.) The 
bill would also prohibit the annex¬ 
ation of any portion of a state road. 

Greenbelt’s opposition to Dorman’s 
bill stems both from a question of 
principle and from a practical con¬ 
cern with the future disposition of 
land on its own border. As written 
Bill 175 would prohibit the an¬ 
nexation of government land under 
any circumstances whatsoever. 

Under some circumstances, a pro¬ 
hibition against annexation of a 
state road could be a critical mat¬ 
ter, Giese argued. 

Practically speaking, Greenbelt 
may be interested in annexing 
parts of both the Goddard Space 
Agency and the Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center. "Prestige” would be 
the reason for Greenbelt’s interest 
in the Space Agency property, 
which already uses a Greenbelt 
postal address. But the city’s in¬ 
terest in the agricultural property 
stems from its long-standing con¬ 
cern with maintaining a green 
belt around its outer boundary. 

The Research Center, which has in 
the past sold for private use some 
portions of its land holdings, may 
conceivably declare surplus in the 
not too distant future a piece of 
undeveloped land along the Bal¬ 
timore-Washington Parkway and 
adjacent to parcel 1, north of the 
NASA interchange. If this land 
were already part of the munici¬ 
pality by annexation, it would first 
be offered to the city for purchase 
before being put on the open mar¬ 
ket. Some control over the city's 
northern boundaries would be cru¬ 
cial to the future development of 
the area, Giese argued. 

(Editor's Note: The Maryland 
State Legislature adjourned with¬ 
out taking any action on House 
Bill 175).

Audit com¬ 
mittee members are elected for 1- 
year terms; the present members 
are chairman Thomas White, Janet 
James, and John Leslie. 

At the recommendation of the 
Nominations and Elections Com* 
mittee, the board approved the 
awarding of four door prizes of 
$25 each (to be applied against 
monthly charges) at the evening 
meeting. Members must be present 
to be eligible. GHI directors and 
top management will not be eligi¬ 
ble. 

George Adams, chairman of the 
Nominations and Elections Com¬ 
mittee, notified the board of new 
election procedures for this year. 
One would prohibit election cam¬ 
paigning within 50 feet of the polls. 
Another would prescribe a special 
color for proxy voting cards so that 
a check could readily be made on 
people voting two cards impro¬ 
perly. 

A strong recommendation of the 
Committee was that each candi¬ 
date run as an individual rather 
than as a member of a slate. 
Adams said that individuals were 
at a disadvantage when slates are 
organized, especially by incumb¬ 
ents. He said that he and the com¬ 
mittee were having a particularly 
hard time in interesting candidates 
to run this year. The deadline for 
filing Candidates’ Consent Forms 
is Sunday, May 4. 

David Lange announced that he 
was going to be a candidate for 
the GHI board and because of this 
was resigning as acting chairman 
of the Select Committee. In res¬ 
ponse to board sentiment that it 
did not see any conflict between 
candidacy for office and committee 
participation, Lange said that he 
would stay on as a member of the 
Select Committee but preferably 
not as chairman because he wanted 
to make sure that the Committee 
did not get involved in any politics. 

Lutheran Church Site 

Director Smith brought the 
board up to date on discussions of 
the ad hoc committee on the dis¬ 
position of the Lutheran Church 
site. The crux of the problem, 
Smith said, is what to do with the 
church building. One solution 
deemed acceptable by the ad hoc 
committee would be for GHI to 
purchase the 3-acre site, and lease 
the building to the city for use as 
a recreation center, Golden Age 
Club, etc. Smith indicated that 
financial terms might be negotiated 
on the basis of one-third down with 
a 10-year note. 

The board decided to refer the 
matter to the Land Use Commit¬ 
tee for their evaluation of the pro¬ 
posal. A question was raised by 
director Nat Shinderman whether 
acquisition of such a site would 
set an undesirable precedent in 
that GHI would be under pressure 
to purchase other church sites in 
similar straits, such as the Jewish 
Community Center site on West¬ 
way.

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Answer to Mrs. Ford 

To the Editor: 

Two points in Mrs. Ford’s letter 
of March 27 regarding GHI de¬ 
serve comment. First is the mat¬ 
ter of her friends who were “re¬ 
quested by the Board to attend a 
Torum’ at the GHI building. We 
were shocked when the ‘public 
meeting place for open discussion’ 
. . . was a ‘closed’ executive ses¬ 
sion/* 

I cannot believe that she or her 
friends could have been shocked to 
be at an executive session. As she 
well knows, the meeting was to 
discuss problems within a court. 
Her friends were advised as to 
the reason for the meeting and of 
the general nature of the problem. 
It is simply not true that they ex¬ 
pected to attend a public discussion 
of corporation business. 

In GHI we live close to our neigh¬ 
bors. There may be friction be¬ 
tween families, sometimes involv¬ 
ing juveniles. Whenever any mem¬ 
ber complains about another, that 
complaint must be investigated. 
For many years these matters have 
iNen handled in executive session. 
Correspondence in connection with 
them follows routine forms worked 
out with our lawyer. At a formal 
hearing should a case go this 
far, the GHI lawyer is present, and 
Individuals concerned are told they 
tnay bring counsel. However, these 
meetings are not open to the gen¬ 
eral; membership, to any news re¬ 
porters, or to any scandalmongers. 
We are concerned that reputa¬ 
tions not suffer, since many ac¬ 
cusations may be false or mis¬ 
taken. 

Second, much is being made of 
the interpretation of a burst of 
applause at the special member¬ 
ship meeting of December 18 when 
Mr. Schwan announced that diffi¬ 
culties in getting a reasonable in¬ 
terest rate might postpone build¬ 
ing of the new town-houses. The 
Oreenbelt Record apparently con¬ 
cluded that this should have been 
regarded by the Board as a man¬ 
date not to build. Not only was 
there no accurate way of knowing 
whether a majority of those pre¬ 
sent clapped, but also a burst of 
applause is not a vote, and the 
Board could not so interpret it. 
(In fact, even had there been a 
motion, it would have been out of 
order inasmuch as all business for 
special meetings must be an¬ 
nounced to members before such 
meetings.) 

We may all interpret applause 
as we see fit, but it never entered 
my mind that I as a Board mem¬ 
ber should feel that I had received 
a, general membership directive 
for abandonment of the town-

capital improvements program. By 
spreading the remaining mortgage 
payments over, say, another 15 
years, even at a higher interest 
rate of, say, 6 percent, the cor¬ 
poration, in effect, would be bor¬ 
rowing money under much more 
favorable terms than a bank loan 
at 7 1 /4 percent. 

Group Hospitalization 

The board approved a switch in 
carriers for GHI employees’ health 
insurance. The present carrier, 
Paul Revere Life Insurance Co., 
hiked its monthly rate last Octo¬ 
ber from $29 to $39. GHI has been 
absorbing the entire increase 
(normally employees pay 35 per¬ 
cent of the cost), while investigat¬ 
ing other carriers. 

For hospitalization and regular 
medical, the new carrier will be 
the community-rated Blue Cross 
preferred, the premium for which 
will be $29.64. For the major medi¬ 
cal part, the new carrier will be 
Monumental Life Insurance Co. 
with a monthly premium of $3.75. 
The major medical policy will have 
a $15,000 lifetime maximum, with 
an annual deductible of $100 and 
an 80 percent coinsurance feature. 
There are no restrictions on preex¬ 
isting conditions under either the 
hospital or major medical insur¬ 
ance plans. 

Other Matters 

The board approved a general' 
policy that the larger homes being 
built opposite the North End 
School will not be available to sin¬ 
gle-member families unless there 
are no other applicants. The vote 
was 5 to 2, with board members 
Katherine Keene and Douglas 


Hawes in the minority. 

The board favored the “get- 
tough” policy with respect to vio¬ 
lators of parking regulations in the 
2 court of Gardenway. The grassy 
plot in the court has been used for 
parking and the corporation will 
start towing away cars found there. 

Management was asked to pre¬ 
pare recommendations with respect 
to complaints of the 4 and 6 courts 
Ridge that Lakeside children were 
cutting across GHI property on 
their way to school, instead of using 
designated footpaths. 

Gordon Allen, Chairman of the 
Landscape Committee, reported 
that his committee was finishing 
work on a survey of the corpora¬ 
tion’s common areas. The commit¬ 
tee, he said, was impressed by the 
following conditions: (1) the ex¬ 
treme amount of litter left on com¬ 
mon property; (2) the need for 
tree maintenance and for removal 
of heavy undergrowth; and (3) 
the desirability of designating com¬ 
mon areas for particular use — rec¬ 
reation, park, etc.
